Their issues were the war, civ­ 
il rights enforcement, poverty, 
urban reconstruction and what 
the government wasn’t doing 
about them. 
The 1970 Finch case testifies 


to their former impact. Presi­ 
dent Nixon removed the secre­ 
tary of Health, Education and 
Welfare after more than 2,000 
H EW 
employes 
demanded

public accounting from 
Finch 
of 
the 
administration's 
civil- 
rights policies. 
Today 
the 
oomph 
is 
gone. 
The activists’ boss needling un­ 
derground 
newsletters 
appear 
more irregularly. The brown- 
bag discussion groups at lunch 
have lapsed. Few March. Peti­ 
tions go uncirculated. 
"Lobbying 
is 
useless 
and 
demonstrations 
are

drag.” 
said Dr. Phil Ross, an antiwar

stitutes of Health. "W e’ve done 
what reasonable people could 
do. and we are disillusioned." 
"A lot of government people

Beremites Haunting Israelis 


BEREM, 
Israel * (AP) 
— 
Twenty-four 
years 
ago, 
with 
war raging in the Middle East, 
an Israeli army officer drove 
into this Arab village and or­ 
dered 
its 
BOO 
inhabitants 
to 
leave. 
He promised they could re­ 
turn “in a short time,” after 
the 
Israelis had 
cleared 
the 
nearby border with Lebanon of 
mines and enemy pockets. The 
Arabs claim the officer said 15 
days. 
But when the villagers tried 
to return to Berem they were 
blocked by Israeli troops. 
They appealed to the Israeli 
Supreme Court, which ordered 
their 
return 
home 
on 
the 
grounds no formal expulsion or­ 
der had been issued. 
The army hurriedly wrote out 
the orders and dodged the court 
ruling. Then, in 1955, the Israel 
Defense Forces blew up every 
house in the village. 
The 
Arabs 
were 
given 
al­ 
ternative housing nearby and 
each subsequent request to re­ 
turn to Berem was rejected “on 
security grounds.” It seemed 
like the end of the affair. 
Now Berem is back in the 
news, haunting Israelis at the 
highest level. 
Berem—along with the villag­ 
ers of neighboring Iqrit who 


suffered 
the 
same 
fate—ap­ 
pears to be a replay of the 
murky, time-worn controversy 
over what really happened in 
1948: were the Arabs expelled 
by the Israelis to make way for 
the Jewish state, or did the in 
digenous Arabs obey the orders 
of their leaders to evacuate for 
the invading Arab armies? 
The Israelis have said 
the 
Arabs in 1948 abandoned their 
homes 
when 
they 
ran 
away 
from the fighting. The Arabs 
claimed they were ordered out 
by the Israelis who feared a 
large 
Arab 
population 
inside 
the burgeoning Jewish state. 
This argument will be at the 
center 
of 
any 
agreement 
reached on the return of the 
Arab refugees to Israel or on 
payment of indemnity. 
The Israeli government says 
it has kept Berem empty be­ 
cause its proximity to the Leba­ 
nese border could provide shel­ 
ter for Arab guerrillas attack 
ing Israel. 
There have been dozens of in­ 
cidents in the area in the past 
three years, including a- attack 
on an Israeli bus near Berem 
that killed 12 school children. 
Now. Berem and Iqrit resi­ 
dents once again are pressing 
their demand to return home. 
Some newspapers have 
sided 
with them, and the Israeli Left 


has tried to make 
it a cause The 
Beremites 
also 
proved 
idea that 24 years ago, people 
celebre. 
their allegiance to Israel 
by lived on the hill. 
Newspapers 
supporting 
the testifying in favor of the Jews 
Part of Berem's 3,000 acres 
villagers, 
such 
as 
the

Safer Matches 
In the Future 


WASHINGTON 
(UPI)—The 
National Bureau of Standards 
(NBS) 
has 
contracted for

study it hopes will result in new 
designs

lighters which will make them 
"difficult 
or

children to ignite.” 
If this could be done, the 
bureau says, “ many lives could 
be spared.” 
NBS also is embarked on a 
program 
for 
changing 
the 
design 
of 
gas 
and 
electric 
kitchen ranges to reduce the 
dangers of accidental clothing 
fires. 
That such steps and others 
being 
undertaken 
by 
other 
agencies are urgently needed 
was pointed out by three Texas 
physicians 
recently 
in 
the 
Journal 
of 
the 
American 
Medical Association (AMA). 
The Texans said the United 
States 
is 
suffering 
from 
a 
“ silent epidemic” of burns that 
is killing and crippling more 
people than polio did in its peak 
epidemic year of 1954.
